WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Charles M. 
Schwab, president of the Bethlehem 
Steel Co., told the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee today that the Underwood

“On many occasions I have said that 
with equal conditions steel could he 
made as cheaply in the United States 
as in any other country,’ said Schwab. 
“This has been construed into a state- 
ment that steel is made as cheaply here 
as elsewhere.

“With the same conditions, especially 
with labor as cheap, we ask no protec- 
tion, but the labor account weighs heav- 
ily against us. Although we are only 
100 miles from New York, it costs as 
much to put our steel there as it does 
to bring it from Holland. 

Calls Tariff Necessary. 

‘rt consider the present tariff rates 
necessary to the prosperity of the steel 


business. Most emphatically I am op- 
posed to any reduction.”

he wanted no financial interest in the 
steel business and he would regard as 
wasted the $35,000,000 which recently had 
been irvested nm his business. 

‘After all my work and the Investment 
of my fortune, I have never taken a 
penny out of the industry and have nev-

An inventory of the estate of Samuel 
Cupples, to be filed Thursday afternoon 
in the Probate Court by the executors, 
Robert S. Brookings, Edward Hidden 
and Albert Edwards, shows that, ex- 
clusive of real estate, there is $1,500,000 
for his family. Most of this is in stock 
of the companies which he founded or 
in which he was the active spirit. 

Among the assets are notes which rep- 
resent loans of from $300 to $600 made 
by Cupples to students of Washington 
University and the Manual Training 
School to assist them in completing 
their education. These were all made 
payable after the students graduated 
and were not to bear interest until after 
they had graduated. 

Money Lent to Employes. 

There are also notes’. representing 
loans to young men connected with his 
different business enterprises. 

The estate is almost entirely in St. 
Louis industries and securities, although 
he held few of the latter. 

The principal items are stock of the 
Samuel] Cupples Woodenware Co., which 
he founded and built up to be the 
largest business of its kind in the world, 
the' Samuel Cupples Envelope Co., which 
he also founded; the Samuel Cupples 
Keal Estate Co. and the Union Bag and 
Paper Co. 

The real estate consists of the family 
home on West Pine boulevard, part of 
his former country home on Euclid ave- 
nue, a lot next to the Shaw Avenue M. 
E. Church and the Bircher farm, near 
the edge of the city. 

The personal estate consists of $1,137,- 
$50 in stocks, $152,684.79 in notes, $174,690.21 
in bonds and interest, $14,750 in goods 
and chattels, and $3017 in accounts.

This entry, dated May 26, is the first 
one in the diary kept by Thomas A. 
Donegan and produced Thursday at the 
inquest into the death of William J.} 
Burns, whom Donegan shot and killed 
at a meeting of the Steamfitters’ Union 
Tuesday night. 

The diary will be used in Donegan’'s 
defense at his trial. A verdict of homi- 
cide was returned by the Coroner’s jury 
and Donegan was ordered held. 

The little black memorandum book 
containing the diary was taken to the 
Coroner’s office by his wife, Nellie. She 
says she found it in Donegan’s pocket 
after the shooting. 


Some of the Other Entries. 


Other entries in the book are: 

May 27, 1911—Burns shook his finger 
at me. 

June 24—I told Lieut. Donegan. He 
told me to get witnesses. 

June 2%~—Told Jim Campbell, a 
steam fitter; J. Lafferty, J. Heating 
and Braumelier, a helper. Campbell 
said he was glad I told him. He said 
he would see Burns. Campbell saw 
Burns and Burns said he was just 
kidding. 

June 2#4—Told F. Loomis, S. Minke, 
G. Wiley, R: Casey and, some time 
later, J. Farwell, J. Ofset, E. Barry 
and M. Hickey. 

June 27~—Burns told Murphy in my 
hearing the cap must fit or I wouldn’t 
wear it.

WAS JIM CROW RULING 





Court Held Dining and Sleeping 
Cars, Denied Negroes, 
Were Luxuries: 





By Wire From the Washington Bua- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Circuit 
William C. Hook's concurrence 
in a “Jim Crow” decision has cost him 
an appointment to the Federal Supreme 

Court. Tuesday night it was Presi- 
dent Taft’s intention to nominate him 
to fill the vacancy on the Supreme 
Court caused by the death of Justice 
John M. Harlan. Wednesday morning 
he received a protest from those oppos- 
ing the appointment of Judge Hook, as- 
gerting the Kansas jurist had concurred 
jin a decision which upheld the ‘Jim 
Crow” law in Oklahoma. 

The President summoned Attorney- 
General Wickersham, Secretary of State 
Knox, Secretary of War Stimson and 
Secretary of the Interior Fisher, all 
lawyers. They went over the decision. 
Later it was announced the President 
would not appoint Judge Hook. Some 
of the cabinet officers are reported to 
have said the decision was ‘not be- 
coming a man desired for the Supreme 
Bench.” 

Taft Turns to Secretary Nazel, 

The President is reported to have 
turned again to Secretary Nagel of St. 
Louis. Attorney-General Wickersham, 
it was said at the White House, strong- 
ly indorsed Nagel, and asked the Presi- 
dent to not hold to his policy of not ap- 
pointing to the Supreme Court men who 
have passed 60. Secretary Nagel is 62, 
but is as active as any man 10 years his 
junior. 

The decision which lost Judge Hook 
the appointment was the case of FE. P. 
McCabe and four other negroes of Okla- 
homa against the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railroad. The five regroes 
poarded a train in Oklahoma and the 
privileges of the sleeping and dining 
cars were denied them. 

They sued for damages and asked the 
court to mandamus the road and com- 
pel it to grant to negro passengers the 
same accommodations as were given to 
white passengers. The company en- 
tered a demurrer. The lower court over- 
ruled the demurrer and the railroad car- 
ried it-to the Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the Eighth Circuit, composed of 
Judges Adams, Sanborn and Hook. 

Judge Adams Wrote Decision. 

Judge Adams wrote a decision sustain- 
ing the demurrer, saying sleeping and 
dining cars were luxuries and that the 
law said the railroad companies were to 
furnish to negro passengers only ‘‘com- 
fort and conveniences.” Judge Hook 
concurred in the decision. Judge San- 
born dissented and declared the railroad 
company had violated the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution. The 
administration agrees with Judge San- 
born. 

The holding up of the Supreme Court 
nomination held up those for the lower 
court. It is probable the President wil! 
gend them to the Senate Friday.

Current of 2300 Volts at Wor- 
den, Ill., Kills Frank Smith 
and Sears His Body. 








OTHERS CANNOT AID HIM 





Other McKinley Line Employes

Stunned by an immense voltage oO: 
electricity, I'rank Smith, a lineman, be- 
Came a torch at the top of a telegrapn 
pole in Worden, Tll., at 11:15 a. ni. 
l‘riday. Held in place by his straps anu 
the electric wires, he remained there 
until he was burned to death. while 
scores of men looked on, powerless tu 
help him. 

The man was a lineman in the employ 
of the Illinois Traction Co., and had 
Climbed a pole just outside the train dis- 
patcher’s office to repair some damaged 
wires. Before he started to work, he 
fastened ‘his safety belt, which held him 
firmly to the pole. 

When he cut out a section of wire he 
short-circuited several others, and a cur- 
rent estimated at 23 volts passed 
through his body. 

When he fell backward his belt hela 
him in place and kept him close to the 
surcharged wires. In a few second: 
his clothing was ablaze. 

Other linemen ‘sealed the pole ana 
managed to beat out the flames, bur 
the body -was already lifeless. Getting 
him down was a difficuit undertaking 
because his body had become part ot 
an electric circuit. Two men cut the 
belt and caught the body as it slippea 
downward.

SOME HAVE DOUBTS 
OF HIS SINCERITY 





Critics Declare He Is Gov- 
erned by Personal Expedi- 
ent and a Desire to Ma- 
terially Increase His Politi- 
cal Following. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau ef the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—A “court of 
honor’’ composed of the insurgent lead- 
ers in the Senate is to sit in judgment 
upon Col. Roosevelt to determine wheth- 


er he is a genuine progressive. Upon 


the verdict of this ‘‘court’’ will depend 


largely -the future of the progressive 
movement. If the Colonel wins, Senator 
Albert B. Cummins, the Iowa progres- 
sive, will withdraw as a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for the presi- 
dency. If the Colonel does not win 
Senator Cummins will continue in the 
race. 

Progressive leaders who have made a 
partial canvass of the situation pick the 
Colonel as the winner. They say that, 
while a number of real progressives are 
skeptical as.to the genulmeness of the 
Colonel's devotion to their cause, the 
skeptics are convinced that he will 
udapt himself to the necessities of the 
situation, so as to command a greater 
following than Senator Cummins. The 
latter has placed himself in the hands 
of his frierds and is represented as be- 
ing disposed to amicably accept the de- 
cision of his colleagues, without reser- 
vation. Already he has indicated his 
Willilagness to write a letter withdraw- 
ing his name and paving the way for 
the committee to contribute a reply that 
wWiil establish his faith In every particle 
of the progressive cause. 

Doubt About the Colonel, 

Some of Senator Cummins’ friends say 
he has drafted his letter of withdrawal, 
that Col. Roosevelt has been advised of 
the fact, and has in mind just what he 
is going to say in his acceptance. ‘There

with apostacy. In this group are Bris- 
tow of Kansas, and other Senators who, 
vere for Senator La Follette first, last 
and all the time. The doubt cast on 
Itoosevelt’s orthodoxy was inspired by 
the open advocacy of his cause by Wall 
street financiers, headed by George W. 
Perkins, and by the source of the large 
wads of money that have been dumped 
into Ohio and other states to promote 
his fight against President Taft. 

Some of the Colonel's critics have been 
unkind enough to intimate that his es- 
pousal of progressive doctrines is born 
ef personal expediency, rather than a 
gincere conviction. They suggest, in oth- 
er words, that he has subscribed to the 
new program because it provides a sub- 
stantial foundation upon which to base 
his fight against Taft, and not because 
he really has faith in its doctrines. 
Had Senator La Follette not blown 
up, both physically and politically, it is 
probable that Senator Cummins would 
have remained in the rage, and the Colo- 
nel been forced to fight between the 
lines until convention time. The elimi- 
nation of La Follette has compelled a 
change in the plans of the progressives 
who are first against President Taft's 
renomination and then for a real pro- 
rressive with whom to beat him. 

First Aim to Defeat Taft. 
Two-thirds of the insurgent senators 
and congressmen are more interested in 
accomplishing the defeat President 
Taft than they are in the identity of 
their own standard bearer. As long as 
Senator La Follette remained in the 
race a majority of them would have 
remained loyal to him, in spite of the 
manifest purpose of Col. Roosevelt and 
his supporters to confiscate the Wiscon- 
sin Senator’s following in Ohio, Tllinois, 
Indiana, Missouri, Kentucky and other 
states. 

There is excellent reason to believe 
that had not Senator La Follette’s boom 
exploded some of his sincere supporters 
would have contributed a disturbance 
in the shape of a scathing denunciation 
of the methods of the Roosevelt work- 
ers in trying to annex the La Follette 
boom as a tail.to the Roosevelt kite. 
But with the collapse of their candi- 
date the La Follette men were com- 
pelled to ransfer their activities. Their 
first choice was Senator Cummins. 

For a few excited days the La Fol- 
lette people thought they could accom- 
plish more with Senator Cummins than 
any other man for their leader. But 
the energy of the Roosevelt men, like 
Bourne, Work and the string of gov- 
ernors who have pledged their support 
te the Colonel, made them doubtful, 
Which they are now tardily admitting. 
So, forced to the conviction that Sen- 
ator Cummins would not prove equal to 
the task of standing off Koosevelt as a 
leader, the majority of the insurgents 
are ready to fall into line behind the 
Colonel as soon as Senator Cummins 
ennounces his withdrawal and 
Colonel springs jauntily into the 
eTressive arena. 

Inquire About Wall Street. 
Still there are some sturdy dissenters 
to this plan who demand that tne 
Colonel prove his allegiance by telling 
his real opinion of Wall Street and some 
of his friends in that section of New 
York who have been extremely indus- 
irious in promoting and financing a 
rresidential book for him. 
Messages have been sent 
Colonel advising him of the situation 
and soliciting the information desired 
-efore the progressives go over to him.

The Rev. Jacob E. Meeker and 
Husband Had Testified 
She Told of a Man. 





That two pastors had sworn falsely 
against her was the defense Thursday 
of Mrs. Margaret Hewson to the divorce 
suit of her husband, the Rev. Earl Hew- 
son, pastor of the Reber Place Congre- 
gational Church. She referred to her 
husband and the Rev. J. E. Meeker, pas- 
tor of the Compton Hill Congregational 
Church, 

Both had testified that at a conference 
in Dr. Meeker’s office Mrs. Hewson had 
admitted improper conduct with a man 
named Lapsley. She said there were two 
meetings in the pastor’s office, both 
sought by her husband. 

At the first one, May 5, 1911, she said 
Hewson asked her if,.she didn’t know 
the house where she Was living on Olive 
street was an improper place. She told 
them she didn't and received an offer 
from her husband to pay her moving ex- 
penses if she would get another place. 
She said she now is living at 3111 Cherry 
street, Maplewood. 


Denies Admitting Misconduct. 
‘Tl never admitted improper relations 


with any man," she said. ‘Anyone who 
says I did is false—why, I should have 
known better than to say such a thing 
even if it had been true, ause I 
would have realized it would 
against me in a divorce suit.”’ 

At the second meeting in Meeker's of- 
fice, May 8, 1911, she said her husband 
asked her if she had not been circulat- 
ing a report that he was immoral and 
that she replied it was not necessary 
for her to circulate such a-report, as 
others were talking. She told him she 
had refused to believe the reports for a 
long time, she testified. 

“Mr. Hewson asked me then ff ] 
hadn't been carrying Mr. Lapsley’s pic- 
ture around with me and I told him I 
had not,” she said. “Then he asked 
me if I hadn’t sat on Mr. Lapsley’s lap 
and I told him no. When he asked me 
other similar questions I said, ‘Mr. 
Hewson, if you are questioning me in 
this manner in the presence of Mr. 
Meeker to get information on which to 
base a divorce suit, I'll not stay any 
longer.”

SHOW IN BELFAST 


Orange Cry, “Ulster Will Fight,” 
Comes to Naught at Home 
Rule Demonstration. 








ATTEMPT AT A RUSH FAILS 
First Lord of Admiralty, With 
Troops Near, Tells 6000 
Persons of Plans. 








BELFAST. Feb. 8—‘“The Battle of 
Belfast’ was bloodless. The time honor- 
ed Orange cry, “Ulster will fight,’” had 
not been proved up to 6 o’clock tht» 
evening. Winston Churchill, first lord 
of the Admiralty, had delivered hits 
speech and the most violent demon- 
stration had been made by certain 
youths who dared to shout “boo” as 
his motor passed through the streets. 

An army of infantrymen and extra 
details of constabulary awed the riotous 
element, and it seemed that the lust 
for carnage had disappeared. 

A number of Orangemen who haéd 
gathered at the station greeted Churchill] 
with groans and boos, but they were 
drowned in the hearty cheers of the 
large crowd of Liberals and National- 
ists. There was no disturbance and the 
large force of police on duty in the Vta- 
tion had an easy task to perform. 

6000 Persons in Audience. 

Churchill received a rousing reception 
from the 6000 persons in his audience. 
Their enthusiasm was not quenched, 
even, by the depressing surroundings. 
While rain poured through the canvas a 
band played popular airs, intermingled 
with “The Wearing of the Green” and 
“The Boys of Wexford.” 

Churchiil immediately got on good 
ternis With his audience, promising them 
that the Government intended to pass 
a home rule bill which would be harmo- 
nious with Imperial interests, smooth 
ithe path of-the British Empire, liberate 
new forces for its service and forever 
do away with the machinery by which 
hatred had been manufactured in the 
past. 
| Religious freedom will be secured, a 
| representation fair to all parties in the 
Irish Parliament will be guaranteed, 
laws and taxes unjust to any party will 
be guarded against, and Ireland will 
peentrol its own finances, under’ the 
'terms of the home rule bill. 





'Churchi, who outlined the proposed 
measure for the first time in his speech. 

The armed forces in Ireland are to be 
controlled by the Imperial Government. 
and the Imperial Government will con- 
tinue its land purchase and pension 
schemes. The claims relative to relig- 
ious freedom and taxes, it is expected, 
will be inserted to relieve the anxiety 


In the course of the morning, a crowd 
of Unionists paraded the streets, carry- 
ing an effigy of Churchill, to which was 
attached a placard bearing the words 
“down with Churchill! No home rule!” 
They proceeded to the hotel where Mr. 
and Mrs. Churchill are staying and sang 
the national anthem, after which they 
dispersed without disorder. 

There was no marked excitement 
aniong the workers of -the city today. 
A few small crowds, however, were 
scattered here and there, anxious to 
see the first lord of the Admiralty and 
to watch the movements of the mili- 
tary. 

Rain fell the whole morning. The foot- 
ball ground where the meeting was 
held is a swamp, and the saturated can- 
vas marquee in Which Churchill spoke 
sagged threateningly several times.

Matters looked ugly for a moment 
when Mr. and Mrs. Churchill started for 
the place where the meeting is to be 
held. 

A great crowd which had gathered 
outside the hotel appeared inclined to 
rush Churchill's motor car and tried to 
block its passage, but escorting cars 
packed with detectives succeeded in 
working a way through the groaning 
throng and got the Churchills safely 
away. 

Churchill and John E. Redmond, the 
Nationalist leader, reached the marquee 
safely. Their journey through the streets 
was marked by nothing more serious 
than outbursts of groans and hisses. 

To guard against an invasion by the 
Unionists only ticket holders were ad- 
mitted to the grounds. 

Inside the marquee effigies bearing the 
labels “‘Carson and Londonderry—Turn- 
coats and Traitors,"’ swayed from poles. 

Bodies of infantry and dragoons were 
stationed a short distance from the mar- 
quee, in readiness for emergencies, The 
police challenged everyone who. tried to 
pass into the grounds. Occasional bands 
of rowdy youths marched b¥ with ban- 
ners bearing the words “No Home Rule! 
Down With Churchill!”

CHICAGO, Feb. 8—The last letter of 
Myrtle Reed McCullough, the author, 
who killed herself at her home, \*‘Para- 
dise Flat,’’ 51200 Kenmore avenue, Aug. 
17 last, because her “model husband” 
had caused her unhappiness, was pro- 
duced in the Probate Court here at a 
hearing of the claim of Dr. Edmund D. 
Sugg for $7900 against the McCullough 
estate. 
The letter was filled with bitter com- 
plaints of the conduct of the husban4, 
who, at a “husband contest” arranged 
by Mrs. McCullough a year before, had 
received first prize. ,The letter made it 
clear that the writer ‘was taking her life 
because of disappointment over her hus- 
band and expressed sorrow and regret 
that she had not succeeded when she 
made the attempt at an earlier time, 
soon after the party at which her hus- 
band fas the prize-winner. 


Letter in Evidence. 
The letter was offered in evidence to 


prove, by its acknowledgments, services 
that had been given by Dr. Sugg to her 
but when the attorney for the staves: 
Cian asked for a continuance Judge 
Cutting dismissed the suit without prej- 
udice, enabling the doctor to file his 
Claim anew if he so desires. 

Dr. Sugg testified that the letter was 
delivered to him by a servant the night 
that Mrs.. McCullough killed herself. 
The maid also brought two bankbooks. 
Anne Larsen, the maid, supported his 
testimony, except that she stated that 
there were four letters. 

The letter is as follows: 

Teddy Dear—I have at last opened 
the little door for myself and gone 
to the Never Never land. I have 
broken the promise I made you over 
& year ago and set myself free. 

Forgive me, please. It may not be 
the brave way, but it is my way, and 
I have to go. I am sorry you saved 
me last summer when I tried it. I 
shall make it sure this time. It hag 
been a year of torture and torment, 
with my husband drunk most of the 
time. I’ve done everything and tried 
to be brave, but I’ve come to the 
end. 

She Was Disappointed. 

Last night was the twelfth anniver- 
sary of our first meeting. He was to 
come home early and bring me some 
flowers. Instead of that, he came 
home after 1 o’clock, so drunk he 
could not stand up. This morning he 
went out of town without even sayfig 
good-by to me.

The temporary restraining order 
granted by United States Judge Gray in 
Trenton to prevent the destruction of 
other papers was served on the nine 
New Jersey corporations, including the 
steel corporation, named in the com- 
plaint. Gary made a long statement, 
saying, among other things: ‘‘All the 
destroyed papers were in a trunk and 
had been used before the grand jury and 
the prosecuting officers. The _  indict- 
ments in the wire pool cases were all 
disposed of by pleas of nolo contendere 
and the papers were never called for 
again by the District Attorney. 

“Mr. Baackes reports that when he 
ordered the contents burned he _ sup- 
posed that all the prosecutions growing 
out of the wire pools were at an end 
and the papers were no longer needed 
for any purpose.”’

It was stated by a close friend to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that Sellers, for 
the last six years, had been reduced al- 
most to poverty through his faith in 
human honesty, and that he was glad 
to accept a home with the housekeeper 
who had once been in his employment in} 
his prosperous days. 

As Col. Sellers’ illness began only last 
Saturday, and was not thought to be 
serious, his brother, Daniel W. Sellers 
of 3314 Morgan street, and his friends, 
were not notified that he was ill. Only 
Mrs. Creggs was present when he died. 
Two hours after his death, S. Reid Hol- 
land and R. C. Duffin, officials of the 
St. Louis Roofing Co., called at the 
house, They stayed with the body dur- 
ing the night. Sellers was 75 years old. 


Rich 30 Years Ago. 

Thirty years ago, according to this 
friend, Col. Sellers, as he was known, 
was worth about $500,000 in real estate 
and in stock in the St. Louis Roofing 
Co., of which he was president until nis 
death. Among the real estate Was a 
block of stone-front buildings on Olive 
street, between Twenty-first and Twen- 
ty-second streets, and several houses in 
the 2600 block on Locust street, in one of 
which he lived. 

Through his inability to refuse the 
requests of friends, mostly contractors, 
who asked him to secure their bonds 
and indorsements, he is said by a close 
business associate to have lost his own 
tome, all of his real estate, and to have 
cven pledged the heavy holdings of 
stock in the roofing concern.

The resolution of C. B. Randell of Texas mak- 
ing it a crime for a member of Congress to act 
as attorney of a public service corporation would 
not be a complete remedy for a common cause of 
complaint at Washington.

Different Foods 
the Body Needs 


PROFESSOR of household eco- 
nomics_in. the Manitoba Agricul- 
tural College, writing an article 
called ‘“‘Practical Cooking and 
Serving,”’ in Farm and Fireside, makes 
the following interesting classification 
om foods: 

“We all need every day some food to 
make muscle and keep the tissues of the 
body in good repair; then we need some 
fat to keep the body warm, some starch 
and sugar to give us energy, min- 
eral matter to Keep the blood pure and , 
aid digestion, and lots of water to help 
get all this food to the tissues and to 
carry away wastes. The amount that 
we need of these different kinds of 
foods, I learned, depends upon our work, 
our age, the climate and 
found out that here on the farm, where 
we are all in good health. and have 
pienty of fresh air and exercise, nature 
regulates our desire for food, and 
amount that satisfies us is about right. 
We have no invalids or in 
the family, or my task would be harder. 
“Then, of course, it Was necessary to 
know which are muscle foods, ete., and 
so I wrote out the classifications of 
foods according to their principles and 
kept the list on the pantry door until I 
knew it by heart. I'll repeat it to you. 
‘“*"The chief muscle foods are: Lean 
meat, lean parts of fish, cheese, beans, 
peas, eggs, milk, gluten in flour, nuts 
and other foods. 

“'*Fat foods—Butter, cream, oil in 
cheese, olive oll, ofl in nuts, fat of meat, 
such as bacon and other fats prepared 
for eating, etc.

ON CHINA AFFAIRS 


Note to Germany Taken as Pre- 
liminary of Exchange of 
Opinion Between Nations.

COMBINED ACTION URGED 








Move Important in Protection of 
Integrity of Oriental Coun - 
try Now in Rebellion.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 


Knox’s note to Count von Bernstorff, 
the German Ambassador, just made 


public, is taken to be the preliminary of 
an expected exchange of notes between 
the United States, Germany, Great Brit- 
ain, France, Japan and Russia which 
would. be of immense importance in 
placing all those powers on record for 
concerted action and common _ under- 
standing in the protection of the integ- 
rity of China. While the note is ad- 
dressed to the German Ambassador, 
copies have been sent to all the other 
powers named. 

“There happily has thus far been no 
reason for interference on the part of 
the foreign powers, inasmuch as both 
Imperialists and Republicans have guar- 
anteed the life auu property of the for- 
eign population and the latest reports 
tend to strengthen the belief that it is 
improbable that future developments 
will necessitate such interference,”’ Says 
Secretary Knox. 

Has Exchanged Views. 

The remainder of the note follows: 

“In reply to your note of the 3ist ulti- 
mo requesting information as to the at- 
titude of the Government of the United 
States with regard to conditions in 
China, I have the honor to state that 
sirice the beginning of the present dis- 
turbances this Government has from 
time to time, as occasion arose, ex- 
changed views with the other interested 
Powers—particularly France, Great Brit- 
ain, Italy, Japan and Russian, as well 
as the Imperial German Government— 
as to what course was expedient for 
the protection of the common interests. 

“From these exchanges it has been 
quite clear that all the Powers con- 
cerned were as one as to the wisdom of 
maintaining the policy of concerted ac- 
tion in the circumstances. 

“This unanimity of view found con- 
crete expression in the identic note 
presented by the. representatives of 
France, Great Britain, Germany, Japan, 
Russia and the United States simulta- 
neously to the peace commissioners at 
Shanghai on Dec. 20, as well as in the 
cc-operative measures taken for the 
protection of their common interests 
throughout China. 

Statements of Policy. 

“The advices received by this Govern- 
ment, moreover, show that the other 
governments concerned have likewise 
had similar exchanges of view and that 
official statements of policy to the same 
effect have appeared in the public press 
of various countries. 

“It is, therefore, evident to this Gov- 
ernment that all the Powers have up to 
the present, by common consent, not 
only refrained from independent action 
and from intervening in China’s inter- 
nal affairs, but have acted in full ac- 
cord with their mutual assurances that 
they would respect its integrity and 
sovereignty. 

“If, however, contrary to all expecta- 
tions, any further steps should prove 
necessary, this Government is firm in 
the conviction that the policy of con- 
certed action after full consultation by 
the Powers should and would be main- 
tained in order to exclude from the be- 
ginning all possible misunderstandings. 


Strict Neutrality 
‘Moreover, this Government has felt 
it to be a corollary of the policy of 
strict neutrality hitherto pursued by 
common accord with respect to loans 
to China to look with disfavor upon 
loans by its nationals unless assured 
that such loans would be of neutral ef- 
fect as between the contending factions, 
as it has also felt peculiar appropriate- 
ness the principle of the lending gov- 
ernments deterring their nations from 
making loans not approved as to their 
broad policy by their own governments 
in consultation with the other interest- 
ed Powers.”’

LONDON, Feb. 8.—The modifica- 
tions in the abdication terms sug- 
gested by the Nanking assembly are 
so reasonable and so liberal, says a 
Pekin dispatch to the Times, that 
agreement on the question is now as- 
sured. The Emperor may reside first 





in the forbidden city and _after- 
wards in the summer palace. A pen- 
sion of 4,000,000 (not taels) will be 


granted. The ingenious explanation {Is 
offered that taels will be abolished 
when the currency is reformed. 
Special expenses will be granted by 
vote of Parliament for ceremonial oc- 
easions. The present palace staffs 
will be retained and all the property 
respected, whether belonging to the 
Emperor or the princes, either Man- 
chu, Tibetan or Mongolian.

OTWITHSTANDING the efforts 
that have been made to induce 
the Amateur Athletic Union 

to discontinue supervision of the ama- 

teur boxing game, the last thing the 

Western District will countenance is 

the dropping of this sport,’’ declared T. 

R. Bland, president of the local dis- 

trict, to the Post-Dispatch. 


“In St. Louis, at meetings of the board 
of governors, strong pleas were made 
to have the subject taken before the 
next national session of the A. A. U. 
But if the amateur body should ever quit 
its support of the sport it will not be 
because of any representations made by 
this district as a whole. 


“The sport is good and, for the most 
part clean. At least it will be in this 
district. The popularity of it was shown 
during the long period’ before tolerance 
of professional shows could be won 
from the authorities, 


“As for dropping the game here just 
because a few proven professionals were 
squeezed out of it, that sort of talk is 
folly. There were 18 professionals elim- 
inated from the local field of amateurs; 
there may be a few more follow. But 
the town is plentifully supplied and the 
few that have left for the professiona] 
ranks will hardly be missed. 


“Should the tolerance of the authori- 
ties be withdrawn from the professional 
game, the amateur sport would be 
again the sole recourse of the sport for 
St. Louisans. 

“Clubs like the M. A. C., that are fos- 
tering the amateurs, are doing more 
good for boxing than all the professional 
clubs in the world.” 

Professionals Were Once Amateurs, 

It might be added to Mr. Bland’s re- 
marks that the producers of amateur box- 
ers are also helping out thé professional 
ranks.
